The University of Tennessee 
junior College has been designat¬ 
ed as one of the centers for tne 
giving of qualifying tests for the 
Navy college training program, 
known as the Y-12 program. The 
tests will be given on Friday, 
April 2 from 9 until 11 a.m. Since 
another testing will not be held 
for six months all high school sen¬ 
iors and college students eligible 
are urged to make arrangements 
for this one. 

The purpose of the V-12 pro¬ 
gram is to produce naval officers. 
High school seniors, high school 
graduates, and college students 
who appear to have potentialities 
for ultimate selection as officers 
will be chosen for college train¬ 
ing. The plan is that this college 
training will be carried on while 
the men are on active duty, in 
uniform, receiving pay, and under 
general military discipline. Men 
already enlisted in any branch of 
the armed services such as V-l, 
V-5 and V-7 reserves are not eli¬ 
gible for the V-12 program. 

The following are eligible: 

(a) High school and preparatory 
graduates who will have attained 
their 17th hut not their 20th birth¬ 
days by July 1, 1943, regardless 
of whether they are now attend¬ 
ing college. 

(b) High school and prepara¬ 
tory seniors who will be gradu¬ 
ated by July 1, 1943. provided they 
will have attained their 17th but 
not their 20th birthdays by that 
date. 

icl Students who will have at¬ 
tained their 17th but not their 
20th birthdays by July 1, 1943, 
who do not hold certificates of 
graduation from a secondary 
school but are now continuing 
their education in an accredited 
college or university. 

Further qualifications for selec¬ 
tion state that the applicant must: 

jai Be a male citizen of tile 
United States. 

lb) Be morally and physically 
qualified for this program includ¬ 
ing a minimum uncorrected visual 
acuity of 18 20 for each eve. 

lei Be unmarried and agree to 
ren ain unmarried until commis¬ 
sioned. unless sooner released by 
the Navy department. 

Id) Evidence potential officer 
qualifications, including appear¬ 
ance and scholarship records. 

All boys who are interested in 
this program are urged to write 
or call at the Junior College and 
secure qualifying admission blanks 
for the tests from Exeeuitve Offi¬ 
cer Meek.
